When reading the biographies of other members of the 
Gazette staff, Dick Philippi seems like a mere child by com- 
parison. His membership in the H.C.C.A dates only from 1954. 
This, however, does not tell the story of an interest in antique 
cars, trucks, trains, steam engines, etc., that goes way back 
into the dim past.

Which statement brings us to the reason for this little 
piece of literature. Dick has been contributing stories and 
features to the Gazette since 1957. Among the more notable 
items are Steam Car Boiler Construction, Los Angeles to 
Phoenix Road Race, Lozier Automobile, and the Thomas Flyer 
Automobile, along with tour stories and GAZETTE picture 
taking. 


Concurrent with the above activities our subject has 
edited the COILBOX COURIER for two years while serving on 
the board of directors of the Southern Califomia Regional 
Group. In the year 1961 he is riding shotgun on a couple of 
one and two cylinder tours for this group.

Tis feature and appurtenant material has been under 
preparation since mid—1960. There was a vast amount of 
truitless letter writing to dead—end leads, but it has finally 
been put together. As an additional spur we received a letter 
from Robert A. Nelson of Fhoenix, Arizona, asking why we 
don’t present ‘‘a review of brass head lamps, side lamps, tail 
lamps, and carbide tanks.’’ A good question. 


I guess you could say this story is presented in three 
sections. First, we have a nice reproduced selection of 
catalog pages from 1906 through 1912. Second, are a series of 
ads from various joumals covering some of the more unusual 
lamp connected items. Third, is a short story with a few 
pictures of one of the leaders in the field, The Jno W. Brown 
Manufacwuuring Co. 


Researching this subject one finds that acetylene was 
king in 1906, but by 1908 electricity was gaining momentum 
and by 1912 the jig was up for gas. The tungsten incandescent 
bulb and its little pointed tip was chasing the gas generator, 
with its infemal mechanism, and the Prest—O-Lite tank right 
off the running boards of America, At the Madison Square 
Garden Auto Show of 1911 there were 12 exhibitors featuring 
gas lamp eauipment, and 17 showed electrical lighting. Then 
it started to snowball, and by World War I electricity had the 
market. The reasons are apparent to all Horseless Carriage 
collectors.

The John W. Brown M‘g. Co. Columbus, 
Ohio, include in their i909 line a new 
square side lamp of attractive design, hav- 
ing swelled glass sides.

MANUFACTURING Co 


The company was established in 1882 for the manufacture 
of coach, carriage, and hearse lamps. These were more or less 
handmade, that is, parts were spun and then hand soldered 
The company had at that time several English lampmakers wh. 
were experienced in ‘this kind of craftsmanship. About 190( 
the company began making automobile lamps. These were als; 
partly spun and handmade. As the demand grew, dies were 
built and large toggle drawing presses installed, so that the 
bodies could be drawn from one piece of brass. The lamp: 
were then polished and buffed. The headlights were acety- 
lene gas, and the company also made the gas generators. The 
top and bottom were drawn in one piece from brass and later o} 
steel, black—enameled. The side and tail lights were oil. 


In the evolution of automobile lighting the engineerin; 
department was enlarged from ume to time, In the beginning 
there was a question of making oil lamps with proper draft s: 
that they would bum and stay lighted and not smoke. With the 
advent of more traffic and electric lamps there was a serious 
question of glare which at first, had no provision to eliminate. 
With laboratory and road testing this was overcome witl 
different designs of lens, and two filament bulbs. The mos: 
unusual dimming device was our Wills—St. Clair light whicl 
had a ground Mangin lens mirror, tilted by an electric magnet 


The company continued to expand from the beginning, 
moving into a modem plant in the heart of Columbus in 1892 
which was flooded in the Dayton and Columbus flood of 1913. 
The company then moved into an ultra modem plant on the 
south side of the city. Production capacity at this new layout 
was more than 20,000 lamps per day.

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HCCA member on Brighton Run

I. line with the precedent set by others who have partici- 
pated in foreign veteran car events, I will try to tell the story 
if the 1960 London—Brighton Run as we saw it from the seat 
of our 1904 Panhard—Levassor. Four U. S. cars participated: 
two AACA entries, Richard Stewart’s 1902 Rambler, 
car. All successfully completed the Run.

This commemorative Run is traditionally held early in 
Yovember by the Royal Automobile Club to celebrate the 
repeal of the ‘‘Red Flag’’ law on November 14th, 1896; and 
iny vehicle made prior to January Ist, 1905 may participate. 
The 1960 run was held on Sunday, November 6th. 


One—half—hour before starting time, participants park in 
prenumbered stalls along the Serpentine Drive in Hyde Park. 
An 1896 Arnold, one of the seven oldest there, was No. | and 
started first. The cars were numbered on the basis of age, and 
were started in numerical order from 8 to 9 a.m. The distance 
to the ‘‘Paddock”’ in Brighton is 564 miles, and one must not 
cover this distance in less than 2 hours 51 minutes (20 m.p.h. 
iverage). You are furnished minimum times for various check 
points, and there are checkers to see that you do not pass 
these points ahead of time. You must leave the starting line 
when called out and must arrive in Brighton before 4 p.m. to 
jualify. 


Out of 265 entries, 22 failed to start on time and 21 of the 
starters failed tq reach Brighton by 4 p.m. Also many of those 
who finished had to overcome various difficulties along the 
way. 


Having covered the Rules of the Game, I will now try to 
lepict the unbelievable conditions created by the flood of 
spectators. As the weather was good for this event, it is 
estimated that there were over ONE AND A HALF MILLION 
of these. At the starting point in the Serpentine at least five 
thousand milled around the cars so it was most perilous to 
reach your starting stall and later get away without bumping 
somebody. The route through London was lined with spectators 
as for a parade; but, after crossing Westminster Pridge (see us 
doing it in the photo) the real traffic jam developed. Going 
south toward Brighton there was an sinnte double line of 
modem cars with bicycles and motorcycles mixed in. While 
English roads are very smooth they are a bit narrow, have no 
shoulder area, and are flanked by curbstones or steep berms. 
Therefore, between towns on stretches without crossroads, the 
lineup of spectators was thinner because there was no chance 
to park their own vehicles. The spectators were massed in 
the towns and at cross—roads, and particularly on the hills. 
There are two fairly steep long hills and several smaller ones 
which prove fatal to the so called ‘‘Old Crocks’’; and the same 
Spirit that masses the crowds at hairpin turns, bad jumps in 
steeple—chases, Roman gladiator contests, etc. draws the 
crowds to these points tocheer the vehicles on in their efforts, 
and to laugh when they disintegrate in a cloud of steam. 


The police along the route are out in force and do a 
magnificent job in keeping the jammed up southbound modern 
traffic in double line on the left half of the road and waving 


















the old cars along on the wrong side. This is facilitated by 
the fact that northbound traffic is very light. If it were not for 
the efficiency of the police and the light northbound traffic, I 
doubt if any participant in the Run could reach Brighton before 
4 p.m. 

At Brighton, the ‘‘Paddock’’ is fenced off from the general 
press of spectators; but each entry gets six paddock passes 
so the crowd around the cars if formidable — yet one can 
move about. Massed spectators line the paddock fences. 
Finally, when the time comes to move off to your garage, you 
find yourself again in a creeping traffic jam wondering whether 
your clutch throwout bearing will see you through to the end. 


On the evening before the Run, the Veteran Car Club of 
Great Britain held a gala reception at the Science Museum in 
London for eleven hundred guests; and, after the Run, the 
Mayor of Brighton gave a huge cocktail party at the Royal 
Pavillion. Thereafter, the annual dinner of the Veteran Car 
Club, attended by six hundred and fifty guests, was held ina 
large hall adjacent to the Royal Pavillion. 


We can only marvel at the efficient manner in which this 
collosal affair was handled by the Royal Automobile Club, 
and the various police forces along the route; and thank them 
for the privilege of participating in this greatest of all veteran 
car events. 





Editor's Note: We are in receipt of a spectator’s—eye report 
on the Brighton Run from the well known Florida and Neu 
Jersey enthusiast, Neil Fnsworth, uho was with the AACA 
group (240—strong) in England to see the Run. Space prohibits 
printing his entertaining account in this issue, but we hope to 
include it later. 
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CARE AND REPAIR OF LEATHER CONE CLUTCHES 


Most cone clutches were lined with leather. A few cars 
used a woven lining similar to brake lining. Where the clutch 
was designed for a woven lining it works well but in most 
cases where a leather lining is replaced with woven lining the 
results are not satisfactory. Better results can usually be had 
by properly servicing the original leather, or if necessary to 
reline the clutch with new leather. 


The main consideration for a properly working clutch is 
to have the leather clean and soft and to have any spring 
devices under the leather working freely. 


When a car has been stored for a number of years with no 
attention given the clutch, the leather will be dried out and 
the surface is apt to be hard and glazed with dirt. 


Commence restoration of the clutch by removing it from 
the car. If the leather is glazed or dirty it should be scraped 
with a knife or rasp to remove the dirt and roughen the surface 
of the leather. Check any spring devices under leather surface 
to be sure they are not clogged with dirt and are working 
freely. Most cone clutches had spring loaded pads under the 
leather to push it out in places to allow a gradual smooth 
engaging of the clutch (fig. 1). Cadillac and a few other cars

accomplished this‘same result by cutting the female cone that 
mates with the clutch into segments. The edges of the seg- 
ments are bent to stick up slightly and engage the leather 
cone gradually. 


When the leather is clean, proceed by soaking it in warm 
water (about 80°F) for 24 hours. Upon removing it from the 
water apply a liberal amount of a good grade of neatsfoot 
oil. Continue to do so periodically as the leather dries. As 
the water dries out of the leather the oil soaks into it anda 
clutch treated in this manner is ready for use and will seldom 
need touching again, 


If it kecomes necessary to reline a cone clutch remov: 
the old leather carefully to use as a pattern for cutting a new 
piece. Obtain a good grade of shoe sole leather slightly 
tucker (usually about 1/16’’) than the leather removed. If 
unable to obtain a piece long enough two pieces can be joine: 


with a lap joint (fig. 2) utilizing waterproof cement used by 
shoe repairmen. 





Using the old lining as a pattem cut the new leather to 
shape. The new leather is installed ROUGH SIDE OLT and 
must fit the cone tightly and true. It must in fact be 
stretched over the cone. Cut one end of the new lining square 
and secure it to the small edge of the cone with a rivet. The 
other end than has to be brought around to meet it, taking care 
to have only three fourths of the leather on the cone as shown 
(fig. 3). Next secure the other end of the leather with a rivet. 
The leather is then forced onto the cone all the way around 
and riveted in place. Be sure to countersink the holes the 
same as for brake lining and use brass or copper brake rivets.

Send your ‘‘Repair and Restoration’’ suggestions to 
Harry Johnson, 3671 Leland Street, San Pedro, California. 
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Soak the leather with water and apply oil as mentioned 
earlier and the clutch is ready for installation and use. 


Some cars used a leather cone without spring pads and a 
plain female mating cone resulting in a harsh grabby clutch 
inless everything was in perfect working order. A clutch of 
this type can be improved by placing 2’ sections of hacksaw 
blade, bent to a slight arc, 3 to 4 inches apart under the 
leather all the way around (fig. 4). The teeth on the sawblades 
ind friction will hold them in place.

Occasionally a cone clutch will give trouble by slipping. 
When this occurs check to see if there is an adjustment to 
increase the tension of the main spring or springs that hold 
the clutch engaged. Weak springs can be replaced with stiffer 
ones, or a washer or two placed behind a weak spring will 
increase the tension. All else failing, the gripping power of 
the clutch can be increased by dusting the leather — with 
Fullers’ earth (obtain at drugstore). Add the Fullers’ earth a 
lictle at a time as too much will make the clutch grabby. 


Whenever a car with a leather clutch is stored for more 
than a few days the clutch should be disengaged to prevent 
flattening the leather surface and squeezing the oil out of the 
leather. The car should be stored with a block to hold the 
clutch out .(Fig. 5) 


GLASS FOR BUICK SIGHT OIL GAUGE 


The bowl—shaped glass on Buick sight oil gauges (1908— 
14) can be replaced as follows: CARTER fuel filter bow] (part 
No. F23—46) is almost a perfect duplication of the original 
Buick glass except it does not have a hole in the bottom. To 
drill a hole in the glass build a dam (fig. 6) of modeling clay 
around the area to be drilled and add a soupy mixture of 
lubricating oil and course valve grinding compound to the 
dammed area. 


To drill, or rather grind, the hole use a short piece of 
3/8’’ brass or copper tube in the drill press. Use only moderate 
pressure and work the rotating tube up and down regularly: to 
keep bringing fresh grinding material into the hole. Use very 
light pressure at the last stage of drilling to avoid chipping 
around the hole as the mbe goes through.

All observable evidence revealed in the picture that you sent 
me agrees with details in the 1913 ads for the Oakland Model 
42, though Model 6—60 was fitted with the same type of body. 
It should be possible to date your car more precisely with the 
aid of the serial number which in the case of your Oakland 
may be stamped on the right rear frame. The 1913 Model 42 
frame number ran from 40,001 to 43,601. Two references which 
you may be able to secure in Sydney are: SATURDAY EVEN- 
ING POST, October 12, 1912, page 61, and COUNTRY LIFE 
IN AMERICA, April, 1913 inside of back cover. This ad is in 
color and should help with painting and striping details. If the 
above information does not check out with your Oakland 
kindly send me more data such as the number of cylinders, 
bore and stroke, wheel base, frame number, etc. An owner of 
a 1913 Oakland Model 42 with an engine number of 57851 is 
Thos.

1. | have no serial numbers for early Glide cars so that identi- 
fication has to be by picture. 
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The third Antique Car Meet at Ormond Beach,: Fla. 
sponsored by The Birthplace of Speed Association was held 
in perfect weather on November 26th and 27th, 1960. Ninety— 
four glistening cars from as far away as South Orange, New 
Jersey were on hand for the two days activities which included 
many contests requiring driving skill, a five mile parade, 
sprints on the original beach race course and judging for 
restoration. The contests were held at the Ellinor Village 
Country Club and the cars were housed in the famous Ormond 
Garage where such notables as R. E. Olds, Alexander Winton, 
Henry Ford and Barney Oldfield tuned up their automobiles as 
far back as 1902.

3. Ignition was (1903) by means of a jump spark with current 
being supplied by a dynamo driven off the fly wheel. Four dry 
cells were an alternate source of current. 

4. With regard to tire size the different references shou 
variations. If you compare the 1903 and 1905 references you 
may be able to determine for yourself what the tire size should 
be. The tires now on the car appear to be oversize. 


5. The references give no indication of a top being used. 


6. I know of no other glide cars of the same vintage now in 
existence. You have a rare car indeed!

Lost Causes of Motoring is a new British book just out, by 
Lord Montagu of Beaulieu, founder of the famed Montagu Motor 
Museum. The clearly printed and generously illustrated 264— 
page volume is far from being a depressing history of some of 
the more noteworthy motor companies which have gone to the 
wall. Rather, it is a brightly written chronicle crammed with 
anecdote, incident, factual data and figures; and it is, at the 
same time,a candid and critical enquiry into the reasons which 
explain why some of the concems failed to keep their place in 
the sun.

CAUSES OF MOTORING to attract the American reader, Arrol- 
Johnston’s connection with the Detroit Electric, the story of 
the ‘“‘Anglo—American sports bastards’’ of the 1930s typified 
by the case history of the Railton, Charles J. Glidden’s ad- 
ventures with a series of Napiers, all are in the book. In 
““Bus—ride to Oblivion,’’ Lord Montagu traces the story of 
Crossley, who for a decade assembled and marketed Willys— 
Overland products in Great Britain. 

The personal knowledge of even the best informed chron- 
icler would have to be impossibly wide to convey a detailed 
and accurate story, so the author has wisely consulted a small 
army of persons who had close associations with the firms 
and individuals under consideration. In this connection, a 
well—merited tribute is paid to Michael Sedgwick, the Curator 
of the Montagu Motor Museum; an indefatigable enthusiast, 
Sedgwick was responsible for the research work and volumin- 
ous correspondence with some 500 persons all over the world 
whose information made this book the accurate and revealing 
volume it is. 

It should be emphasized that this is a story well worth 
reading from the point of view of entertainment, though the 


book as a whole is a source of reference that should find a 
place on the bookshelf of enthusiasts everywhere. LOST

Once again, for the 
fourteenth year, Clymer has produced a comprehensive story, 
fully illustrated with photos by professionals and amateurs, 
of the automobile race that is a historical event and the 
nation’s Number One competitive automobile go—round. This 
year of course, it proved to be the world’s longest trophy dash, 
The 1960 Clymer Indianapolis book seems even better than 
previous issues because of a greater devotion to the mechanic- 
al and technical aspects of the racing cars themselves. There 
are still too many, pictures of the same old dough—faces that 
inhabit the race year—after—year, but the fine pictures of the 
cars, in all states of assembly and disassembly almost make 
up for the dull pictures of “‘personalities.’’ The article and 
statistics round out the book and serve to make it a complete 
coverage of the “‘big race.”’
